Description of Haxodadi.

American traffic, As he speaks from per- 
sonal knowledge, our readers will doubtless 
be pleased to read some portions of his de- 
scription of the place 

The town of Hakodadi, or Hakodate, 
Ties on the southern coast of the 
Yesso, in latitude 41° 40 22° and lon- 
gitude 140° 47° 45° E.. on the western 
shores of a small peninsula, which forms 
one side of the secure harbor before 
town, and in fall view of the Straits 
Sanzar. It belongs to the imperial ticf of 
Matsmai, and is situated near the eastern

It lies about thirty 
miles eastward from Matsmai, the chief 
town in the prinfipality, and is the second 
in importance on the island ;/the two are 
connected by well-made road, 
along near the seacoast, and both of them 
carry on a large trade with several small 
towns on the south side of the Straits of 
Sanzar, (or more properly Tsugaru,) and 
other ports farther south im Nippon.

The highest peak just behind the town is 
about one thousand feet; the other three 
are upwards of six hundred ; all of them 
bare upow the sammits, ‘and -have their 
ws covered with a low growth of shrubs 


and underbrush, and-a few patches of pine 


trees. The groves of pines, maples and 
fruit trees behind the town, add much to its 
picturesque appearance, and, with the large 
buildings. in it, give the impression of its 
being of wealth and taste. 

The buildings are of one story, with an 


attic or loft of different heights, occasion- | 


ally making a commodious upper chamber, 
but usually forming only a dark cock-loft, 


where goods are stored or servants lodied. | 


The height of the roof is seldom over twer- 
ty-tive feet from the ground; the gently 
slupiag sides are covered with pine shingles, 
not much larger than one’s hand, which are 
kept in their places by bamboo nails and 
long slips of board, and over these are laid 
rows of cobble-stenes, sometimes so thickly 
spread as to cover the entire surface. One 
object in using these stones, it- was said, 
Was to hastey the melting of the snow from 
the roofs, This heavy covering is support- 
ed by a framework of joists and tie-beams.

The climate-of Hakodadi is probably 
not subject to the same extremes as the 
coast of Manchuria in the same latitude; 
though the snow, still lingering on the west- 
ern hills, on the first of June, showed that 


it is colder than the towns of New Bedford - 
or Boston, on the Atlantic coast, about as 


far north with a similar exposure. At 


this date the peach and apple trees were in 


full bloom,the wake-robin, sassafras, maple, 
Willow, and snow-ball in blossom, and some 
of the trees around the town not. yet fully 
leaved out. 

The animal food of the inhabitants chief 
ly consists of fish, clams, cerabs, shell-fish, 
and other marine productions. Salmons 
are caught in the harbor in the month of 
June, of a delicious flavor, besides herring, 
perch, plaice, shad, and eels. Poultry, 


eggs, and ducks,and perhaps a little rabbit

Some of them are entirely covered with 
fine plaster, instead of stone, on the out- 
side ; and their substantial appearance 
stands in strong contrast to the unpainted, 
flimsy, pine board dwellings near them. 
The shops in Hakodadi are stored with 
goods, mostly of a cheap sort, such as poor 
people require. Coarse, thick cottons, 


common earthen and china-ware, lacquered 


bowls, cups and stands, durable silks, cut- 
lery, and re ady mide clothes, constitute 
the greatest portion of the stocks. Furs, 
leather, felted cloths, glass-ware, or copper 
articles, are rarely seen; 
stationery very common, The provision 
stores coutained rice, wheat, barl y, pulse, 
dried and fresh fish, sea-weed, salt, sugar, 
saki, SOY, charcoal, sweet potatoe and 
flour, with other less necessary articles, and 
to all appearance in ample quantities. 


There is no public market, as neither beef, . 


pork, nor mutton, are eaten, and not many 
fowls, geese or dacks;

MISCELLAN 
The Duties of Labor. 


The duties of Labor relate mostly to it- 
self. -Why has the worker been, forever 
and everywhere, a comparative bondsman ? 
a suppliant at the “great man’s” gate, and 


a crumb eater at the “rich man’s” table 7—_ 


Largeiy because he has not comprehended 
‘and vindicated his own worth and impor- 
tance. By ages of: habit, and education, 
and often by a seeming madvyess of subser- 
viency, he has held himself reverent, with 
hat off and head bowed,. of the “great,” 
. the “rich,” and the “‘titled,” whose great- 
ness, wealth and titles, were born of his 
sweat and tears, atid blood. He has fan- 
cied, perchance, that every man- whose 
hands were whiter, or whose garments were 
comlier or of better staffs than his own, or 
who made noisier pretension, was really 
greater and better than himself. He did 
* not pause to retlect that white hands may 
_ belong to a villain, fine garments to a mor- 
al leper, and pretension to a knave, a fool, 
orasham. He forgot—or never knew— 
that priests have deseerated holy altars ; 
~that judges bave taken bribes ; and that 
kings have murderously bathed in human 
blood. In short, he was unconscious of 
that great, hopeful and ennobling truth,be- 
coming more and more patent every day, 
that intelligence, virtue, and industry are 
the great elements of the model man—the 
man who is beginning to rule the earth. | 
The worker is slowly ridding himself of 


_ «+ his old reverence for, and slavish deference 


to, White-handed, finely dressed men. He 
must be rid of those fetters altogether. It 
is his duty to educate himself -and bis chil- 
dren, to comprehend that “a kingly heart 
may beat under a peasaut’s vest;” that the 
gentleman and true man are not the-crea- 
-tion of tailors, or the result of complexion; 
that lords and kings—fast disappcaring— 
are bat fruits of feudal craft and accident, 
and that the worker, in this free land 
_ where every man is a sovereign, may be a 
gentleman, though toiling and swarth han- 
ded, and may hold his head high as the. 
highest by right, and aspire to whatever 
good is possible to man, It is the duty of 
Labor to educate and adapt itself; to be 
Virtuons, temperate and frugal; to stand 
not only paramount in its own peculiar 
field, but prove itself the equal of whatever 
calling or profession in the great social and 
intellectual field. There are many lesser 
duties that might be named, but their dis- 
covery and fulfillment will follow that of 
the few greater ones, without the fulfil- 
ment of which all others are comparatively 
fas nothing. Yet, there is one duty more 
~ not to be overlooked—a practical, easy and 
noble duty -——and that is, the duty of the 
labor of eVery nation to stand by itself, and 
patronize its own products, in preference to 

these of other lands and. foreign labor.— 
This is a duty urged by self-respect and ‘pa- 
triotism, no less than by pecuniary policy. 
Our workers have every year consumed the 
products of millions of days and weeks of 
foreign labor, when they could, and ought 
to have, produced, it themselves. This 
should no longer be. American free labor 
wants no tariffs but individaal ones; to arm 
it against all the batteries of Free-trade, 
provided the labor be intelligent, well di- 
rected, rightly distributed and self patron- 
ized. The freer trade is, the better for the 
_-well employed laborer. Indeed, his high- 
est welfare demands that Labor and Trade 
shall both be unpropped and unshackled by 
legal enactment, 
Finally, the labor question is a very sim- 

ple one, and in the preseace of greater in- 
telligence and reflection, and less law and 
demagoguism, all its difficulties would be 
soon seen and solved by workers themselves. 
There is no panacea for -the cure of wide- 
spread forced idleness, The evil may be 
momentarily patched over with charitable 
and philanthropic remedies, but while the 

~ Jabor surplus exists the evil remains, ready 
to break forth when the patch-work is re- 
moved, Neither federal governments nor 
municipal, nor free-land bills, cau do more 
‘than lend a partial, temporary aid. The 
Nil and the remedy lie deeper than legisla- 
tive skill, in the very heart of labor, itself 


its disposition, direction and distribu- 


tion. Right these, and idleness can never 
be forced, and happy independent labor, will 
learn to look on government as What it is—a 
tax rather than a pecumary helper, Schemes 
may be devised to alleviate present indus
